The policy of the Democratic party has 
ever been to grant “home rule” to every 
locality as far as it can be done consistent 
with @ proper regard for the sovereignty 
of the Staie, and with the State's obliga- 
tion under the Constitution of the United 
States. Thie is exemplified by sec. B® of 
art. 12 of the Constitution, whigh prohib- 
its the General Assembly from g anting 
the right to construct or operate a street 
railway within any city, town, village or on 
any public highway without first acquiring 
the consent of the local authorities having 
control of the street or highway. Prior to 
the adoption of this provision the General 
Assembly wae importuned at every session 
for grants of such franchises, and some of 
those granted did not properly guard the 
public welfare, so much so that the locali- 
ties have ever since been embarrassed in 
dealing with pomnentos holding these State 
charters. This ll contains a prohibition 
against granting a right to construct or op- 
erate a street railroad on any street with- 
out the consent of the property owners 
owning a majority in front feet of the prop- 
erty fronting on the street where the street 
Faliroad is to run.

This bill wus presented 
to me May 2, 1899, within ten -lays before 
the final adjournment of the Fortieth Gen- 
eral Assembly, and is therefore forwarded 
1» you tn compliance with bection 12 of 
Article 5 of the Constitution of Missouri, 
l8io.

those provisions which militated against 
the interests of the people or the welfare 
of the State. They have undergone 
ecrutiny by two revisions of our laws 
made by Democratic legislatures, and so I 
must belleve they meet the requirements 
of the Democratic creed, 


“A truest or a pool or a monopoly, in its 
very nature and object, makes it possible 
to increase the price the people inevitably 
must pay for the commodity or service 
covered by the trust, pool or monopoly. 
This bill does not fall within thid defini- 
tion, for the consolidated street railrouds 
cannot charge the public any more than 
they can now severally charge under ex- 
isting conditions, while on the contrary it 
secures a system of transfers which the 
people do not now enjoy and could never 
acquire or enforce as long as the lines 
are owned and operated separately. A 
system of transfers is of small benefit to 
those who own their own vehicles or who 
have fixed places of residence and of busi- 
ness, but it is of incalcuable benefit to the 
workmen, the mechanic, the stonemason, 
the bricklayer, or the artisan whose resi- 
dence is fixed, but who must move from 
one locality to another as he can find work 
to do. This class of our people is the 
hardest worked, the poorest pald and the 
least able to protect itself of anybody of 
our fellow citizens, and the benefit this bill 
confers upon them, strongly appeals in fa- 
vor of the bill, and was a potent influence 
upon my action in approving it. 

Neither does this bill create a monopoly, 
for under the law rival strevt railroads 
can be authorized to be constructed and 
operated at any time, and so guarded is 
the law that a new and rival street rail- 
road can be given the right to run over 
and use the tracks, in whole or in part, 
of any existing railroad or of any created or 
organized under this bill. The amount the 
new company must pay the old company 
must be settled by arbitration 
them, subject to review by the courts. 

A monopoly therefore, under these pro- 
visions of the law, is an impossibility. I 
think the provisions of the bill have been 
misapprehended by many. It seems to me 
that it does not in any way violate the 
principles upon which the anti-trust laws 
are based. 

I. noticed In the papers a few days ago 
an abstract of recent statutes of the State 
of Texas upon the subject of “‘trusts.”’ It is 
said that this is the most drastic legislation 
that has ever been enacted_upon the sub- 
ject. Yet everything rmitted under the 
street railway bill might be done, and not 
a single section of the Texae anti-trust laws 
would be violated. In fact, Gov. Sayers, who 
signed this bill, the papere say, at the same 
time, approved an act authorigzng certain 
steam railways to purchase and consolidate 
with other'lines of railway. 

Again, it has been argued that if one 
street on company is permitted to ac- 
quire other lines, damgerous poltical power 
may be obtained in this way on account of 
the large number of employes controlled by 
one corporation. What difference woul 
there be in this behalf, whether one man, 
acting through separate corporate organiza- 
tlons, managed or control four or five 
roads, or that the same man should do the 
same thing umder one corporate organiza- 
tion? Upon a critical examination of the 
whole bill and an analysis of the objections 
to it, I have concluded that there is no 
trust or | or monopoly created or made 
possible by it, and that as it received the 
sanction of so large a portion of the mem- 
bers of the General Assembly, as it seems 
to meet the almost unanimous approval of 
the people of the localities especially af- 
fected by it, as it does not increase the cost 
of service to the people, but secures bene- 
fits not now enjoyed or ible of attain- 
ment, ae does not violate any fsion 
crete Se, ciplen, or with ¢ 
cratic pr« ‘nts or , or 
Seog, tate Ri, people, i heave :

PHILADELPHIA PARK THE SCENE 


TELEGRAPH AND TELEPHONE 
WIRES WERE FIRST CUT. 


The Thieves Were Doubly Armed and 
Their Appearance Was a Complete 
Surprise to the Receiver and 
His Assictants. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 19.—A gang of 
masked robbers, probably 10 in number, 
early thie morning raided the receiving of- 
fice of the Fairmount Park Transportation 
Co., at Belmont, in Fairmount Park, and 
after overcoming the receiver and five other 
employes of the railway blew open the safe, 
securing $4000, the company’s receipts ,for 
two days. 

Frank Leavan, receiver, Frank Watson 
and Henry B. Whitehouse, conductors, 
James Cavanaugh, fireman of the power 
house, Philip Eaves, electrician, and Will- 
iam Cadmus, laborer, were bound hand and 
foot with wire. In addition to the men 
who actually committed the robbery, others 
operated miles away from the scene by 
destroying telegraph and telephone wires 
connecting with the trolley company’s main 
office. 

The Fairmount Park Transportation Co. 
operates various lines of trolley cars 


through the park for pleasure riders. The 
traffic being unusually heavy on Satur- 
days and Sundays, the robbers evidently 
decided upon this morning as being a good 
time to make a big haul. All the men 
named were in the office when the burg- 
lars made their appearance. Each intru- 
der was armed with two revolvers and 
they took the employes completely by sur- 
prise. It was the work of a few moments 
for the robbers to pinion the workmen, who 
were rolled over to one side of the room, 
with their faces to the wall. Ten minutes 
later the s&fe had been cracked and the 
gang disappeared. " 

The entire city detective force is on the 
case, but the cracksmen left no clew. 

Frank L. Evan, the night receiver, one 
of the men gagged and bound by the rob- 
bers, told this story of his experience: 

“While I was standing at the office door, 
I heard footsteps in the rear. Turning, I 
saw two men with masks on their faces. 
They had two big revolvers and took me 
into the conductor’s room and tied my 
hands and feet with wire and laid me on 
the floor, with my face to the wall. In the 
conductor’s room I saw Whitehouse was 
also being bound and gagged. 

“When we were lata on the floor a man 
was detailed to guard us. In a few min- 
utes in came another victim, whom I think 
was Watson, a conductor, and he went 
through the same thing. Then two more 
came in and were bound. The burglars 
worked quietly. It only took them ten 
minutes to blow the eafe. 

“The guards frequently threatened to 
shoot us if we made the least outcry 
or motion. I think they must have had 
a wagon to take away the cash, because 
it was very heavy to get away with. 

“Shortly after the money was taken our 
guards left. Finally Philip Eaves, the elec- 
trician, got himself unloogened and he then 
set us loose. 

“I tried to reach the City Hall by wire, 
but the wires of both telephones had been 
cut; and I had to run in the pitch dark 
across country to the Belmont pumping 
station where I gave the alarm and they 
informed the detectives.

Judge Roderick E. Rombauer, fn a state- 
ment printed below, upholds the position of 
Attorney-General Crow, relative to the 
proper form of the resolution for the as- 
sessment of franchise values by the State 
Board of Equalization. He says the resolu- 
tion as drawn by the Attorney-General is 
in proper form. 

This resolution, after providing for the 
assessment of real and personal property, 
provides for the assessment of the fran- 
chise value under the head of “all other 
property.” 

State Treasurer Pitts supported this reso- 


lution and it was adopted by the votes of 
himself, the Attorney-General and the Gov- 
ernor; Secretary of State Lesueur and 
Auditor Seibert voted against it. 

Recently the State Treasurer has shown 
a disposition to withdraw hig support froin 
this method of making the assessment, and 
to me 5 thy a resolution specifically naming 
franchises as subjects of taxation. 

Judge Rombauer shows why the specific 
naming of franchises in the resolution 
would simply furnish a foundation for a 
contest by the corporations affected, against 
the assessment.

Experience hag demonstrated that power- 
ful corporations, owning valuable property 
rights within the confines of large munici- 
palities, cannot be subjected to a just tax- 
ation by local fiscal officers elected by the 
people. The influence which these corpo- 
rations wield in local elections are apt to 
deter local fiscal officers, whose tenure of 
office depends on such elections, from an- 
tagonizing these powerful factors. Before 
the local boards of equalization these cor- 
porations are represented by counsel of high 
standing and great ability, whose services 
their wealth readily commands, while the 
great mass of taxpayers are not represented 
at all, and public spirited citizens who try 
to secure a fair distribution of the burdong 
of taxation can secure a hearing, if at ail, 
only as a matter of grace, 

It is for this reason that the Legislature 
has seen fit to remove the assessment of 
the peopersy of some of the most pans 
and powerful of these corporations from 
the jurisdiction of the local boards of axs- 
sessors, and to vest it in the State Board of 
Equalization, the high standing of whuse 
members ia supposed to make them inac- 
cessible to the elnister influence to whizna 
jocal boards are more or less subjected. 
Whether the confidence thus placed by the 
ay yet in the State Board of Kquali- 
zat on was misplaced or not is about to be 
tested. 

It has been very clearly shown in the ar- 
gument of the Attorney-General that the 
constitution of 1875 in most direct terme 
prohibits the Legislature from exempting 
any precy from taxation, except euch as 
is specifical enumerated therein. It ex- 
pressly provides that all property subject 
to taxation shall be taxed in proportion to 
its value. This means all property which 
is not specifically exempt by the constitu. 
tion iteelf. It further provides that a/l 
railroad corporations in this State, or doing 
business therein, shall be subject to taxa- 
tion for State. county, school, municipal 
and other purposes, on the real and person- 
al property owned or used by them, and 
their —— earnings, their net earnings, 
their franchises and their capital stock. 

It is not contended that the provision last 
quoted means that such corporations must 
be taxed by the Legislature on every one 
of the items above mentioned. Suck a con- 
tention would be grossly illogical, since it 
is provided by another part of the 1 
tution that property shall be taxed in - 
——— to its value. Taxing the game value 

mn various forme in the hands of one and 
the same owner is not a taxation accord- 
ing to value. What the constitational pro- 
vision above quoted means is that waile 
the Legislature may in taxing values se- 
lect any fair and just method of taxation, 
by selecting specific items, whose aggre- 
gate represents the full value of the prop- 
erty, it cannot by the designed omission 
of any items, which enter into such full 
value, exempt property from taxation, and 
thereby accomplish by indirect, that 
which it is prohibited from accomplishing 
by direct legislation. 

That certain constitutional provisions are 
not g#elf-enforcing and hence new legisia- 
tive action to carry them into effect 
is necessary is elementary. It is like- 
wise elementary that constitutional pro- 
wisions touching the revenue are of 
the same class. But it is no “less 
elementary that all acts passed by the Le«- 
islature in obedience to the mandate of 
the constitution, must be construed to be 
in furtherance and not in defiance of these 
constitutional mandates. When the Legis- 
lature in the present revenue law, quoted 
in the opinion of the Attorney-General. 
provided that the term property wherever 
used in this chapter, ne be held to mean 
and include “every tangible or intangible 
thi being the subject of ownership, 
whether animate or inanimate, real or 
personal,” is subjected to taxation every 
possible species of property in this State, 
which is. of value, because both by the 
letter and spirit of the constitution, value 
is the basis of taxation. 

The law providing for the taxation of 
both steam and street railroads expressly 
provides that the State Board of Equalisa- 
tion may arrive at its findings, conclusion 
and mt, upon ita knowledge or such 
information as may be before it. and ashaii 
not be governed in its findings, conclusions 
and ju ent by the testimony which ma

Treacherous Attack on the: 
Fourteenth Infantry. ° 


5 KILLED AND 25 ARE WOUNDED 


THE AMERICANS SUPPOSED THE 
NATIVES WERE FRIENDLIES. 


Sherp Engagement Brought on; Gen. 
Wheaton Has a Close Call; the 
Scéne of the Battie Is Twen- 
ty Miles From Manila. 


MANILA, June 19, 8:20 p. m.—A battalion 
of the Fourth Infantry, which left Imus, 
Where Gen. Wheaton is in command, this 
morning, to reconnoiter towards Peres das 
Marinas, were it was believed most of the 
rebels, who had escaped from Paranaque 
and Bacoor, had fied, was attacked in the! 
rear by apparently friendly natives. This 
brought on a sharp engagement lasting 
several hours, caaeitiner in five Americans 
being killed and about 2% being wounded. 
The loss of the rebels was very heavy. 

The battalion soon exhaveted its ammu- 
nition and at 2:30 thie afternoon Gen, Whea- 
ton and nis staff, with the second battalhon, 
two mountain guns and one iield plece, went 
to reinitorce the troops attacked, Gen. 
Wheaton was fired on and had a narrow es- 
Cupe. 

Later the Third Battalion was ordered to 
the front and formed on the Las Minas 
road. Heavy firing on both sides followed, 
the artillery being fieely used. The enemy 
was located in the woods at 4 o'clock, show- 
ing signs of retiring, as the rebeis were be- 
ing pressed very hard. One gun of the Sixth 
Artillery, in an advantageous position, did 
great execution. 

The fighting was still in progress at 5 
o'clock, at which time the Americans had 
eeoured a quantity of Filipinos arms, Which 
had becn abandoned in the woods. 

The scene of the fight is over twenty miles 
from Manila.

THE STATE I'S POWERLESS. 


LAW MUST BE CHANGED TO EN- 
ABLE GOVERNOR TO ACT. 


Eech Faction sf the Baker-Howard 
Quarrel Prepares to Redress Its 
Grievances in the Regula- 
tion Way.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 19.—The State 
of Kentucky seems vowerless to suppress 
disorder in Clay County, and the indica- 
tions are that, like many other feuds of 
the mountain country, the Baker-Howard- 
White quarrel will be “shot out.” 

“There are many ways for the Legis- 
lature to remedy the present law to fit 


this case,”’ said a well-known jurist. “but 
the most effective is to abolish the County 
of Clay and divide it between adjoining 
counties. Either this will have to be done 
or the Legislature will have to give the 
Governor the power to appoint not only 
special Judges at will, but to select a 
grandjury from another county to investi- 
gate and find indictments. or to have the 
power to remove the case to a distant coun- 
ty for trial.’ 

Manchester, the county seat, is still in a 
state of intense excitement, and the How- 
ards and Whites, 1580 strong, keep the 
Bakers and their friends out of the place.

HS DUTY NEGLECTED 
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SUPREME COURT DECIDED 
AGAINST JOHN K. CUMMINGS. 


IN FAVOR OF THE COLLECTOR. 


Court Holds Mr. Cummings Could 
Have Saved lis Double Assess- 
jy ment by Doing His Duty. 


The Supreme Court In banc at Jefferson | 


City Monday morning reversed the judg- 
ment of the Circuit Court of St. Louts City 
in the suit of Charles F. Wenneker, col- 
lector of revenue, to collect taxes upon the 
personal property of John K. Cummings 
for the years 189% and 1895, and remanded 


the cause to the Circuit Court, with direc- 
tions to enter judgment for the plaintiff for 
the amount of the taxes certified, together 
with the interest, penalties and costs. 

Chief Justice Gantt wrote the opinion, in 
which all the other judges concur except 
Valliant, who did not sit. 

In this caee the taxes for the first year 
were $471.50 and for the second year $512.50. 
The defendant got judgment in the Cir- 
cuit Court, from which the plaintiff ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, where that 
ay ag was reversed with directions. 

After citing the record in the case the 
court in the opinion says: 

The plea of the @onstitutional provision that 
taxes shall be uniform will not avall a tax- 
payer who has been scrupulously accorded all 
the protection of the Constitution, and who 
expressly waives its protection and seeks to 
vielate its spirit by casting upon his nejgh- 
bor that portion of the burden he should bear. 
Defendant's contention. that because the dis- 
trict collector did not itemize the various 
pieces and kinds of personal property he bad 
no jurisdiction to assess him in any sum 
whatever is not sound. By a simple compll- 
ance with a just and reasonable law he could 
have avoided the very thing of which he :om- 


plains. 

But this is not all. Defendant had another 
day in court, so to speak. Having been not!l- 
fied to make his list and having refused ab- 
solutely to do so, the district assessor, upon 
his best information, assessed him. and the 
Roard of Assessors doubled his valuation as a 
penalty. in pursuance of section 7536, Re- 
vised Statutes, 1889. 

After citing the authority of the Board of 
Equalization of St. Louis City to hear and 
determine such appeals, the court sdys: 

Defendant neglected to avail himself of this 
second opportunity to secure a just and equal 
assessment of his property. The court bolds that 
the mere mingling in one item of all the per- 
sonal property of defendant was nothing more 
than an tIrregularity, or error, which could 
have been corrected on appeal, and that the 
action of the Assessor is quasi-judicial and 
when, as in thia case, bis valuation and assesa- 
ment were not appealed from, becomes con- 
clusive wpon thé taxpayer. After a careful search 
we find no error which would justify an Iinter- 
ference with the judgment by us.

A TAX-DOOGING CONSPIRACY 


It is evident that a conspiracy is afoot to defeat franchise 
taxation by juggling with the resolution of the State Board 
of Equalization. 

Proceeding in conformity with the Constitution, which pro- 
vides that all the property of corporations shall be taxed and 
that no property shall be exempted, the Board of Equalization 
has framed a@ resolution taxing not only the real property 
of the St. Louis & Suburban Raflway, but its franchises 
included under the term, “all other property,” the value of 
which was ascertained by the cash value of the stocks and 
bonds less the ossessed value of its real property. 

This resolution is in harmony with the Constitution and the 
laws, but the corporation's attorneys, in order to gain, in the 
test cose, an advantage by a legal quibble, want the resolution 
so worded that the tax will be levied specifically on the “fran- 
chise”’ of the corporation. They hope to win by pleading that 
the Legislature has not definitely provided for the taxation 
of franchises or that the value of franchises cannot be ac- 
curateiy ascertained. 

‘The scheme is transparent. It is wholly in the interest of 
the franchise tax-dodgers and opposed to the interests of other 
taxpayers. It is a trick to perpetuate by legal juggling the 
gross injustice of the present assessment. 

It is impossible for the scheme to succeed without aid from 
within the State Board of Equalization. One member of the 
Board must reverse his action for the benefit of the franchise 
tax-dodgers. The name of a member of the Board has been 
persistently mentioned as the ally of the corporation attor- 
neys who is expected to betray the people. If he is wise he 
will not yield to the influence of the corporation tax-dodgers. 
He will not brand himself as the friend of unjust corporate 
taxation and a traitor to the people.

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TRAVELING SALESMEN AND TRUSTS. 


The latest aensational testimony before the Industrial Com- 
mission is that of Mr. D. P. Dowe, President of the Commer- 
cial Travelers’ League. 

According to Mr. Dowe’s estimate the great tobacco combines 
have thrown 3000 salesmen out of employment; the Baking 
Powder Trust has discharged all but half a dozen men. Two 
instances cited are those of a salesman who had received a 
salary of $5000 = year and another $4500. The trade worked up 
by those men is served by an agent paid $8 a week. The 
Bicycle Trust will throw out 600 salesmen and cut down 
agencies in every city. Hundreds lose their jobs through the 
cembination of the Rubber, Tin Plate, Steel Rod and Paper 
Bag interests. Altogether thousands of traveling salesmen 
have fe)t the edge of the ax and many more are looking for 
the earme fate on July 1, when contracts usually expire. 

The outlook is not agreeable. These are the keenest, most ca- 
pable of business men. Their natural acumen, shrewd knowl- 
edge of human nature and native, ability as traders have made 
them a marked class in the world of commerce. They have 
contributed not a little to the wonderful development of the 
country. But they have “had their day.”” They will help to 
swell the great army of unemployed which grows larger as 
the combinatiuns are perfected. 

They should use their gift of speech—it Is said traveling 
salesmen are great talkers—explaining the secret of monopoly. 
No other class can wield more influence and mold public opin- 
ion to better purpose than the drummers. The opportunity 
of leisure should not be neglected. 
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Gen. Anderson says that on the day of the bombardment of 
Manila the English flagship, with steam up and decks cleared, 
took up a position that would have enabled it to slip between 
our squadron and the German warships. There can be no 
doubt about Mr. Bull's friendship for us in the war with 
Spain, yet it will not be wise for us to adopt his costly and 
dangercus exponsion ideas.

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BOOKMAKER'S TRUST, 


JOE ULLMAN THE ST. LOUIS PEN- 
CILER HAS FORMED ONE 


SO FAR IT HAS LOST MONEY. 


In Spite of the Evident Advantages 
of the Combination the Profit So 
Far Has Been to the Public. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 19.—The Bookmakers’ 
Trust is the newest thing in combines. 

Its avowed purpose is to give speculating 
racegoers better odds than the general 
ring could give, and its real motive is to 
make more money for the men in the com- 
dination than they could make as independ- 


ent bookmakers. 
Joe Ullman, Max Blumenthal, John 
George Eckart are 


O'Neill and Frank and 
the chief backers of the combine. each put- 
ting up, from $10,000 to $15,000, thus giving 
the book a capital of $60,000 to $70,000. 

In figurin, out his plan of campaign for 
this year Ullman depended on the fact tHat 
the ave e bookmaker’ does business on a 
capital of , Or even less. With that they 
can handle only $2000 or $3000 in bets in a 
day. Their books, too, must be conser- 
Vative, the Genera Plan being to “round 
up” if possible, and to hold from 5 to 8 per 
sone of the public’s money, whichever horse 

Ulimvan and his partnere believer they can 
afford to make a book in which cha will 
retain on the average only 1 per cent, be- 
cause 1 per cent of the larger amount they 
wovld handle by giving bigger odde than 
other men in the ring would be more than 
the combined 7 or 8 per cent of the smaller 
amounts each partner might handle inde- 
pendently. 

It costs each bookmaker from $75 to $125 
@ day, according to the size of the book's 
business and staff, to do business at the 
track. 

Figuring on the greater cost, five men 
would have to pay a day to make in- 
dependent books. By combining and mak- 
ing only one book the expense would be 
only $126 a clear saving of $500 ta day, nearly 
all of which otherwise would have been 
paid to the race tracks for the privilege 
of potting. 

These facts, which are the talk of the 
habitual race followers, and the thousands 
of people who take interest in the sport, are 
making the independent bookmakers grum- 
ble. hey say they will soon have to go 
out of business, and if they do racing will 
nt a loss of revenue and be greatly in- 

ured. 

The racing associations are feeling the 
loss of $500 a day, and would welcome any- 
thing which would check Uliman and his 
partners. 

In spite of the evident advantages of the.-r 
combination, Ullman and his partners have 
had a bad run of luck, and are said to have 
lost $100,000. The profit so far has been 
to the public.

They looked at 
the players in wonder for an instant, and 
it wae eome minutes before they fully 
grasped the situation. Then from the open 
seats and stands a wild rush was made for 
the place where the umpire had hidden 
himself. Policemen were on hand, however, 
and turned the mob back! A rush was 
then made for the ticket offices, where a 
most energetic demand was made for a re- 
turn of the admission fee. The mob abso- 
lutely refused to leave the grounds, and 
but for the energetic efforts of Capt. 
Kirschner and his policemen serious trouble 
would have occurred. The management

TO MOVE ON KIMBERLY FIRST. 


With the Diamond Mines Taken as 


They Expect, They Mean to Hurry 
on to Oape Town. 


LONDON, June 19.—The St. James Ga- 
zette claims to have received from an ab- 
solutely reliable source at Pretoria the plan 
of campaign which will be followed by Gen. 


‘Joubert, commander-in-chief of the Boers, 


war between the Trans- 
Gen. Joubert's 
forces, it appears, will consist of 20,000 men 
armed with Mauser rifies, in addition to 
46 quick-firing guns and 1000 artillerymen, 
most of them drawn from the German and 
Dutch armies. With these troops and help 
expected from the Orange Free State, Jou- 
bert expects to take the offensive immedl- 
ately after the declaration of war, enter the 
Orange Free State and march on Kimberly, 
the British diamondmining center in West 
Griqualand, which forms four of the 70 
divisions of Cape Colony. Kimberley is 
about 100 miles northwest of Bloemfontein, 
In his march on Kimberley, Joubert will 
use the railroad as far as available, ex- 
pects to capture the town with slight loss 
and blow up the DeBeers diamond mine, 
Simultaneous, it is added, the railroad from 
Cape Town to Bulawayo will be destroyed 
by Boer me ge ig a and agents in Cape 
Colony, who will destroy the Port Eliza- 
beth-Pretoria line south of Bloemfontein, 
to prevent British troops from using it. 
Finally, immediately after Kimberley is 
captured, Gen. Joubert will advance on 
Cape Town, the capital of Cape Colony, 
through the western provinces, where the 
Dutch predominate and are expected to 
join the Boers. Joubert calculates that he 
will be master of Cape Town a fortnight 
after the declaration of war and that he 
will then be able to dictate terms of peace.

Well-Known Artist Passed Away in 
the Night. 

David Gibson, the artist, died early Sun- 

day morning, at his rooms, 2606 Olive street. 

The cause of death was gastro-enteritis. He

her so severely once that she became sick. 
She claimed he deserted her, but was pen- 
itent in a few months and returned to her.

Virilda Cannon asked the court to di- 
vorce her from John Cannon on a peculiar 
ground. She alleged that she learned, short- 
lv after her marriage to him, that he had 
many years before married another wom- 
an. who is still living. She declared that 
the records of the St. Louis courts, so far as 
she has been able to examine, do not con- 
tain any statement that he was ever granted 
a decree of divorce. 


Frederick J. Klinkman told Judge Spen- 
cer that Emily Klinkman had deserted him 
and had refused his invitation to return to 
his fireside. This was the second hearing 
of his euit. It was called on the April 
term default docket by Judge Spencer, who 
continued it until Monday, that the Sheriff 
might find the defendant and bring her into 
court.

John W. Berryman told Judge Fiitcraft 
that his wife, Laura, was a pecullar wom- 
an. e said she would charge him with 
neglecting her for other women and would 
become very angry at him when he would 
prove to her satisfaction that the charge 
was groundiess. He said she had nagged 
him in this way until he was forced to leave 
her. finding lie with her intolerable. 

Cruelty and desertion were the grounds 
upon which Effie Palecek sought a divorce 
from William J. Palecek. She said he de- 
serted her over a year ago, after he had 
struck her in the face and knocked hef 
down. She charged that while she was 
lying helpless on the ground, suffering from 
the pain of the blow, he trampled on her, 
greatly increasing her suffering. 


Henry Ruhrwein complained of 
Ruhrwein’s language.

Ada Walton petitioned for a divorce from 
Horward Walton on Statutory grounds, She 
also told the court he had failed to make 
any provision for her support. , 
Emily Wessler declared that Job Wess- 
ler spent all his money in saloons and re- 
fused to give her any with which tc buy 
provisions. She also said he had no i- 
clination to work. 

Mrs. Isabelle McGuffey charged that 
Charles McGuffey knocked her down and 
beat her several times. She also said he 
threatened to do her great bodily harm. 
She claimed he had never supported her. 


Milly Vorhauer preferred a charge of 
drunkenness and abuse against William 
Vorhiauer in her petition for a divorce. 
She said she bore with hts frailties many 
years, but finally became so unhappy that 
she left him.
